There are two important Featured Collections in our auction, and for the first, I will turn 
this letter over to Allen Mincho, our Director of Currency Auctions, for a special message about the collection of 
Dusty Gibson. 


The Dustinn (Dusty) Lee Gibson Collection 

We are pleased to present in this sale selections from the collection of our long time friend Dustinn Gibson. 
"Dusty," as everyone who knew him referred to him, was a familiar sight at coin and currency shows as varied as 
ANA, Long Beach and Memphis. Dusty began his collecting hobby when his grandmother gave him a group of 
U.S. coins when Dusty was in high school. Intrigued by the coins, Dusty was hooked at once, starting a fifty plus 
year romance with the study of coins and currency. 

While Dusty began with coins, his real affection was for paper money, particularly the currency of his native state 
of Oregon. He began collecting Oregon National Bank Notes in the late 1960's, mentored by fellow collectors 
Jim Gates and Richard Dreger, as the trio engaged in a spirited competition to discover and own the great 
Oregon Nationals that became available in the sixties and seventies. We at Heritage were privileged to have the 
opportunity to offer Dusty's large size Oregon holdings in January of 2004, and we will be offering Dusty's set of 
small size Oregon National Bank Notes, the most complete ever assembled, along with his other currency, in our 
late April Central States Numismatic Society currency sale. 

Dusty's coins reflect his wide ranging interests, from early large cents and key date quarters to a high relief 
Saint. He was known for his keen eye and was perfectly happy buying multiples of the same item when the 
opportunity arose, correctly realizing even in the early days that coins such as 1916 Standing Liberty quarters 
would not be available at then current price levels forever. 

Dusty was a life long bachelor and a doting uncle, living his entire life in the Siletz River Valley near the central 
Oregon coast. He worked at the Toledo Paper Mill until his retirement after 36 years on the job, a retirement 
that allowed him to attend even more coin and currency shows. He died in a tragic accident while on a hunting 
trip in October of 2009. Dusty was a gentleman among collectors, fair, easy to deal with, and a man of his word. 
He is missed by his many friends in the numismatic world, but his collecting accomplishments will live on in the 
pages of these catalogues. - Allen Mincho 


The J. David Bonn Family Trust Collection 

J. David Bonn has collected U.S. Mint sets since the 1970s, more recently 
diversifying into older series such as Indian quarter eagles and half eagles, Morgan 
dollars, and Mercury dimes (the pieces offered in this auction). An ANA member, 
Bonn also enjoyed many outdoor activities, including hunting, fishing, sailing, 
skiing, and gardening. Most impressively, he was a competitive marksman, U.S. 
Double Distinguished in Rifle and Pistol, a state champion in Air Pistol, part of 
a national record-setting team in International Standard Pistol, and an Olympic 
aspirant who trained with members of the U.S. National Team. 

A U.S. Army veteran who later applied his degree in Natural Science to civilian work, he retired after 32 
years with JTBaker Chemical Co., where he was a Senior Research Chemist. In addition to publishing formal 
research papers on applied chemistry, he has applied his scientific background to his hobby, collaborating in a 
search for the source of the "orange-peel" texture on classic proof gold. A resident of Nazareth, Pennsylvania, 
he is a widower with three children, six grandchildren, and three great-grandchildren.

The date side 
is identifiable, but the obverse, owing to the extensive damage 
mentioned, is indeterminate. While extensively worn, this is an 
important piece of Colonial coinage history and will find a home 
with an appreciative bidder. Listed on page 37 of the 2011 Guide 
Book.

Details. Fine. Crosby 23-L, Noe-18, W-845, High R.6. 

69.0 grains. One of the more elusive Small Planchet die pairs, 
distinguished by the tree pointing to the left side of a heavily tilted 
V on the obverse. Holed at the upper left side of the tree and later 
plugged.

This is a smooth and glossy example, softly struck at 
the upper obverse and lower reverse but with attractive cobalt and 
orange-gray patina.

Pleasing Problem-Free Surfaces

Baker-19, W-10840, R.6. The exact number of surviving 
Washington Roman Head cents is unknown although the 
total is clearly small, given the number of pieces that 
appear in auctions. In our own sales since the beginning of 
our Permanent Auction Archives in 1993, just four auction 
appearances represent three different coins. Most recently was 
a PR61 Brown specimen that we sold in our 2011 FUN sale 
for $66,125. The same coin appeared in our May 2008 auction, 
where it realized $92,000. The present piece is far finer. 

Walter Breen told of the history of the Roman Head 
cent in his Complete Encyclopedia, attributing its origin to 
John Gregory Hancock, a young engraver at the Westwood 
Mint in Birmingham, England. Breen went so far as to say 
that the engraver was portraying Washington “as a degenerate, 
effeminate Roman emperor.” 

More recently, in the Whitman Encyclopedia of Colonial 
and Early American Coins, Dave Bowers suggests an entirely 
different concept, writing that “the Roman Head cent depicts 
Washington dressed in the style of a Roman official, a popular 
way of honoring him, at least in memory.” 

The Roman Head cents are part of the Conder token series 
and were made strictly for cabinet or collecting purposes, each 
showing a mirrored proof finish as seen on this example. Both 
sides have glossy brown surfaces with the fields and devices 
showing a mirrored finish. While small and scattered surface 
marks are visible, accumulating over more than two centuries 
of its existence, none stand out singularly. Here is a highly 
attractive example of a popular and rare Washington issue.

The existing detail is 
approximately VF30 or perhaps finer with the net grade reduced for 
the substandard surfaces.

Manley Die 
State 1 as always, with the obverse die rusted and the reverse 
die perfect. The obverse die was used for CM and CM and is 
quickly recognized by the smoothly curved bust line just above 
the date. This is the most visible diagnostic, although some 
note the position of the forecurl below the I in LIBERTY. The 
other obverse has this line sharply bent where it joins the hair 
and forecurl below the L. The reverse legend is widely spaced, 
with the final A joined to the right stem end. Each wreath 
branch has 15 leaves. 

Ronald Manley writes in The Half Cents Die State Book 
that this variety is normally found in low grades, but at least 
two Mint State pieces exist. Walter Breen recorded five 
Uncirculated pieces and six AU coins, acknowledging that 
some of those listings may be duplicates. This specimen is one 
of the AU pieces in Breen’s roster, from the Richard Picker 
Collection, where it was cataloged as Uncirculated. 

For the benefit of those who lack access to the September 
1968 Merkin catalog offering this piece, we reprint the 
description of lot 27: 

“1793 Gilbert 3. Forelock below I; fraction bar bent 
between ribbons; heavily rusted dies. Unc., light brown, 
plenty of faded mint color. No significant blemishes 
inflicted after striking. Between Y and hair are two 
shallow pre-striking flan chips; opposite D and 200 are 
two edge planchet defects superficially looking like rim 
dents, though careful examination with a glass shows 
their true origin. Obv. die rust is as advanced as we have 
ever seen’ rev. die rust is as on some Gilbert l’s [Cohen- 
3], unpublished die state, hitherto unknown. At present 
only six are recorded in mint state; which of these is 
finer is principally a matter of color preference. From 
a very old noncollector estate; never before auctioned.” 

Today, we are unable to add more to the description or to 
clarify any parts thereof. The coin has lovely intermingled light 
and medium brown, with considerable gold faded from mint 
red, and patina of pale blue and lilac, especially on the obverse.

This Choice AU example is 
conditionally scarce for the variety, and Mint State pieces are 
rare. The tan and steel-gray coloration is somewhat lighter than 
usual, for this early type. The striking details are better struck 
than average, and well centered on the planchet. Any serious 
collector interested in assembling a high grade set of early half 
cents should consider this attractive and technically impressive 
specimen.

This well-worn example 
has deep brown surfaces with a touch of cinnamon. Both sides 
show general striking weakness, as sometimes found. Modest 
porosity is present at the margins, and the obverse has numerous 
faded pinscratches, yet the eye appeal of this piece is strong. A 
noteworthy survivor for the grade.

This piece exhibits characteristics of Die State 3.0 in The Half Cent 
Die State Book, although other characteristics suggest an earlier die 
state. The reverse is rotated about 60 degrees counterclockwise. 

Despite its status as the most common 1809 half cent variety, 
the present opportunity is extremely important to specialists, date 
collectors, and type collectors alike. Any Mint State 1809 half cent 
is in high demand. This Choice example has frosty cartwheel luster 
with dark brown, steel, and iridescent surfaces that exhibit traces 
of original mint color. PCGS has certified 20 examples in MS64 
and seven finer for all varieties and color designations (2/11). MRB

Three major varieties and five die varieties are known for the 
1793 Chain cents, the first coins struck at the newly opened 
Philadelphia Mint. The major varieties include the Chain 
AMERI cent, Sheldon-1; the Chain AMERICA cents, S-2, S-3, 
and NC-1; and the Chain Periods cent, S-4. Careful study of 
surviving specimens will demonstrate that the exact coinage 
order was S-l, S-2, NC-1, S-3, and S-4. 

All 36,103 Chain cents were struck at the end of February 
and beginning of March 1793, with eight coinage deliveries 
dated from March 1 to 12. The March 1 delivery was the largest, 
including coins struck during several preceding days. In his 
large cent Encyclopedia, Walter Breen reported that some pieces 
might have been struck to celebrate George Washington’s 
February 22 birthday, based on earlier research by R.W. Julian. 

Breen suggested which varieties were included in each of 
the eight deliveries, and how many of each were struck. He 
indicated that part of the second delivery; all of the third, 
fourth, and fifth deliveries; and part of the sixth delivery 
included examples of the S-3 die pair. Breen posited that the 
actual original mintage of S-3 cents may have been nearly 
half the total mintage of all Chain cents. Others claim that 
correlating delivery figures and actual varieties is impossible. 

This specimen exhibits bold clash marks on the obverse and 
minor die bulges on the reverse. The surfaces are smooth dark 
brown with splashes of lighter tan on the reverse. A few tiny 
rim bumps and trivial handling marks are the only distractions.

An earlier die state without prominent cracks. Deep ebony surfaces 
are moderately worn and slightly porous, but the minor abrasions 
scattered on each side have little influence on the overall eye 
appeal.

Despite its low mintage (264,000 pieces) and first-year-of- 
issue status, the 1916-D was not saved in great numbers. This is 
reinforced by inspection of NGC/PCGS population figures. The 
two services have to date (2/11) certified about 550 Mint State 
coins, most in MS64 and below. Conversely, they have graded more 
than 2,000 examples in grades Poor through AG3 and over 1,500 
in the two grades of Good. 

Why did so many 1916-D dimes enter the channels of commerce 
and remain there to become heavily worn? Paul Green, in a 2005 
article in Littleton Coin Company’s Collector’s Corner , suggests an 
answer: 

“... many collectors in the first quarter of the past century 
were still collecting only by date. The Augustus Heaton 
work on branch mint issues in the 1890s had helped to alert 
some to the idea of collecting by date and mint mark ... but 
there has long been a strong belief that many did not really 
start collecting in the way we do today until the albums and 
guides of the 1930s alerted them to the possibilities.”

In 1796 the Mint produced the 
first examples of coinage in three new series: silver dimes, silver 
quarters, and gold quarter eagles. This year is noted for numerous 
rarities, including the two-year half dollar type of 1796-97 
and the quarter eagle varieties. Besides being the first year for 
quarter coinage (and the last until 1804), 1796 was also the first 
year that all five silver denominations, from the half dime to the 
dollar, employed the Draped Bust, Small Eagle design. Examples 
of the B-2 variety, also sometimes called the High 6 variant, are 
nearly always found with weakness on the eagle’s head, as on 
the present piece. Star 15 is distant from the bust, and the 6 in 
the date nearly grazes the buxom portrayal of Liberty. 

It seems absurd to call this coin “only” an R.3. Rarity ratings 
take no account of condition. The “scarce” or R.3 rarity rating 
comprises coinage issues with surviving populations in the 
range from 201 to 500 pieces, whether they be Almost Good, 
Fine, Extremely Fine, AU, or MS64, the grade of the current 
assigned specimen. So, how many pieces measure up to this 
lovely example? The current combined NGC and PCGS 
population data show 14 coins graded MS64, with 12 pieces 
finer (1/11). While those figures, like all population data, 
likely include resubmissions, for practical purposes we coin 
catalogers must factor in the possibility that they just might 
all be, indeed, different coins. If so, then there are a total of 
29 certified 1796 quarters—all of them the more-common 
B-2 variety—in MS64 and higher. In terms of conditional rarity 
among the certified population, this “R.3” coin suddenly becomes at 
least a low R.6 (25-30 pieces known), or “very rare.” 

In terms of eye appeal, this outstanding coin is even more 
special. The fields are prooflike and brightly shine through 
the sometimes streaky gray-russet and deep blue toning, which 
deepens considerably around the margin. The striking details 
are especially strong for a B-2, with intricate definition on 
the hair curls of Liberty. There are virtually no marks on this 
splendid coin, and the only pedigree identifier worthy of note 
is a shallow planchet flake out of the obverse field above star 3.

This incredible Premium Gem carries a provenance from 
Louis E. Eliasberg, Sr., and was off the market for several 
decades until it appeared in the 1997 sale of that collection. 
Both sides are highly lustrous with brilliant mint frost and 
traces of champagne toning. There are no blemishes on either 
side. Slight peripheral weakness is noted along the right side of 
the obverse and reverse with central weakness evident on the 
reverse, the latter from subtle adjustment marks in that area.

The present brilliant coin is sharply struck and has essentially 
no contact marks, however, requiring a loupe to see the few tiny 
ones present. As the only MS68 of this issue currently certified at 
either service, this piece should be a real prize for NGC Registry Set 
collectors.

4066 1893 MS65 PCGS. After a decent start of 200,000 pieces in 
January, Philadelphia’s striking of Morgan dollars in 1893 fell to 
150,000 coins in February and none in March. A small striking of 
28,000 examples in April took place before coinage was suspended 
for the year. Today the 1893 Morgan dollar is conditionally rare in 
better-than-Gem condition, as PCGS has certified only three such 
pieces (1/11).

Deep cream-gray toning envelops 
this minimally abraded key date Carson City Morgan. High point

4069 1893-CC XF40 ANACS. The 1893-CC Morgan dollar is the 
final issue from the famous Western mint, with a low mintage of 
677,000 pieces. The present coin shows little actual wear on the 
well-struck devices, with traces of green and lavender patina on

4070 1893-CC XF40 PCGS. Surprisingly bright for an XF40 piece with 
pale silver surfaces that show scattered light to moderate abrasions. 
Wear is concentrated largely at the high points. (#7222) 

4071 1893-CC XF45 ANACS. This Choice XF example offers 
paradoxical beauty. Concentrated wear and a soft strike have left 
the central devices minimally detailed, yet generous reflective 
luster remains in the protected areas.

4081 1893-0 MS64 NGC. The small mintage of 300,000 coins for this 
issue was occasioned by the August 1893 repeal of the Sherman 
Silver Purchase Act of 1890.

This example shows just a glint of gold over primarily silver- 
white surfaces. The typical O-mint strike weakness shows on the 
centers of each side, but abrasions are minor and scattered, while 
accounting for the grade.

The 
classicist Cornelius Vermeule offered this intriguing assessment 
of possible inspirations and influences: 

“In an overall view, the arresting feature of the giant gold 
coins was their archaistic treatment of details and relief. 
Athena’s crest, wreath, curls, and aegis imitate the work 
of an ancient bronze. The bead and reel between the 
outside rims comes from Greek architecture, and a form 
of the lettering around the rim recalls Roman sestertii 
of the Empire or papal medallions of the Cinquecento.” 

While the sculptor likely did not take all of the above 
as conscious influences, Vermeule’s exposition nonetheless 
illustrates the debt Aitken owed to his classical predecessors. 

This Select coin is a well-struck, pleasingly preserved 
example of this ever-popular issue. Athena’s face and helmet 
show no singularly distracting flaws, and the entire coin is 
awash in mint luster. Close examination will note some minor 
lines, of the type present on the vast majority of this issue. 
Since much of the Panama-Pacific Exposition coinage was 
sold to non-coin collectors, time and attrition took a toll on 
these heavy coins. Many show rim bumps from being dropped 
or mishandled in some fashion, and problem-free survivors are 
more elusive than the population numbers might suggest. This

4317 1925 Norse Gold Medal PR63 PCGS. CAC. Only 100 examples 
of the rare gold Norse medals were struck. 53 of those were melted, 
which leads to a net mintage of 47 pieces. Widely collected with 
the classic (pre-1955) commemorative series, the Norse medal 
is interesting for its octagonal shape and matte finish. The Leif 
Ericson-era motifs conflict with the celebrated anniversary of the 
arrival of Scandinavian immigrants on the sloop Restaurationen in 
New York on October 9, 1825. The thick and thin variants of the 
silver version are relatively plentiful, but gold Norse medals seldom 
emerge. In fact, the last prior Heritage Signature appearance was 
more than three years ago. This is a well struck representative with 
pleasing preservation, kept from a higher grade only by a graze 
above the Vikings sword. (#9452) 


4321 1847 Hawaii Cent AU58 NGC. M. 2CC-2. Crosslet4, 7x8 berries. 
A satiny and boldly struck near-Mint Hawaiian cent whose smooth 
fields and devices display dusky rose-red and blue-green toning.

4322 1847 Hawaii Cent MS63 Red and Brown PCGS. M. 2CC-2. 

The most accessible 1847 Hawaii cent variety, offered here as a 
Red and Brown Select coin. The obverse looks even better, copper- 
orange at the margins with violet-brown interiors, though the 
reverse shows more extensive spotting and a horizontal abrasion 
under the AN of HANERI. (#10966) 


Select Mint State 1883 Hawaii Dollar 
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4324 1879 T.H. Hobron 12 1/2 Cents Token VF30 PCGS. M. 
2TE-8. These copper one real tokens were produced by railroad 
owner Captain Thomas H. Hobron and could be redeemed at his 
general store in Kahului, Maui. A well defined example with minor 
incompleteness of strike near the rims. The dark brown fields are 
mildly granular and contrast with mahogany toned highpoints.

ERRORS 


Off-Center, Struck Through 
XF40 Copper-Nickel Indian Cent 


4325 Undated Copper-Nickel Shield Reverse Indian Cent—Off- 
Center, Struck Thru—XF40 ANACS. The design subtype and 
alloy indicate a production date between 1860 and 1864. This 
cent was struck approximately 30% off center toward 7:30. The 
reverse between 5 and 8 o’clock was struck through a planchet 
fragment or other thin material. Design elements are blurry but 
visible throughout the strike-through. Unabraded but moderately 
circulated, a combination that suggests someone took notice the 
error and carried it as a pocket piece during the Civil War. 


1920 Lincoln Cent Struck on a 
World Copper-Nickel Planchet, VF25 


4326 1920 Lincoln Cent—Struck on a Columbia 2 Centavos or 
Argentina 10 Centavos Planchet—VF25 NGC. Both of the 
two candidate foreign types mentioned by NGC on the insert are 
copper-nickel, and were struck at the U.S. Mint. Less actual wear is 
present on this wrong planchet piece than is suggested by its VF25 
grade, because the strike is very soft, likely due to the nickel in the 
alloy. The streaky slate-gray surfaces are problem-free except for a 
few faded test pinscratches near the O in ONE.

4327 1996 Lincoln Cent—Over Struck on a 1996-P Dime—MS67 
NGC. Lustrous with delicate golden toning. The cent date is 
clear, as are the dime date and mintmark, located near the cent 
M in AMERICA. Roosevelt gazes south relative to the Lincoln 
memorial. The flame of the torch flickers above the cent date. 


Reverse Fragment Buffalo Nickel, MS63 
Seldom Seen Lamination Error 


4328 Undated Philadelphia Mint Type Two Buffalo Nickel—Reverse 
Lamination Fragment—MS63 NGC. This wafer-thin reverse 
fragment separated from the remainder of the coin after the 
strike, from a lamination caused by an alloy impurity or other flaw 
within the planchet prior to the strike. The fragment displays the 
denomination and the rim between 4 o’clock and 6:30, as well as 
most of the bison’s head and flank. All four legs are complete. The 
“obverse” of the coin shows an incused and reversed impression of 
the reverse, along with the granular texture of the inner planchet. 

40% Off Center Jefferson Nickel 
Struck on a Silver Dime Planchet 


4329 Undated Jefferson Nickel—Struck 40% Off Center on Silver 
Dime Planchet, Scratched—PCGS. Struck on a silver dime 
planchet, widely off center toward 4:30 with the date and any 
mintmark off the flan. The peripheral legends exhibit prominent 
metal flow toward the rims. The steps of Monticello are straight 
and fully struck. Toned olive-green and tan-brown. PCGS does not 
venture a details grade due to several ill-considered test marks on 
the reverse, but we believe the lustrous surfaces are otherwise Mint 
State. 
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Broadstruck and Double Struck 
XF 1903 Barber Dime 



4330 1903 Barber Dime—Broadstruck, Double Struck—XF40 
ANACS. The first strike was apparently normal, but the dime 
remained in the coinage chamber and was struck a second time. 
The collar die was impeded during the second strike, probably by 
the coin itself. Evidence of the first strike is limited to the right-side 
rims. The broadstrike is uncentered with an arc of single-struck 
metal widest at 3:30. 


Die Adjustment Strike on a 
San Francisco Mercury Dime 



4331 Undated S-Mint Mercury Dime—Die Adjustment Strike—NGC. 

NGC does not venture a grade, but the luster extent corresponds 
to AU, with only a trace of wear present on the edge and wing of 
Liberty’s cap. This lightly toned dime is very weakly struck, with 
OF AMERICA and the date illegible. Much of the sprig is well 
defined, however, and the left-side legends are mostly readable. An 
interesting quarter-moon strike-through is noted near the blade of 
the fasces. 


1920 Quarter, Struck on a Peru 20 Centavo Planchet 


MS60 Full Head Example 



4332 1920 Standing Liberty Quarter—Struck on a Peru 20 Centavo 
Planchet—MS60 Full Head NGC. 6.9 gm. 76% copper, 23% 
nickel (1% other). Seemingly normal at first glance, if more sharply 
struck than the average quarter from 1920, but the weight is off— 
6.9 grams vs. 6.25 on a proper Standing Liberty quarter planchet— 
and the color is unusual by silver standards. The piece was struck 
on a copper-nickel planchet of Peruvian 20 centavos size, which 
accounts for the additional weight and the green-gold and lilac 
colors that seem so out-of-place on what should be a silver coin. 
Thanks to the extra material, the devices are marvelously detailed, 
though they and the fields show wispy slide marks that preclude a 
finer designation.

Peach, blue, violet, and 
green elements are most prominent on each side, and occasional 
variations are present on obverse or reverse. 


Remarkable Flipover Double Strike on an 
1883-0 Morgan Dollar, MS63 



4334 1883-0 Morgan Dollar—Double Strike, Flipover in Collar— 
MS63 NGC. Flipover double strikes are rarely encountered, even 
on modern issues. They are extremely rare on 19th century silver 
type coins. This lustrous, untoned, and boldly struck O-mint dollar 
shows significant portions of its initial strike. The date from the 
first strike is readable, and located near the ON in ONE DOLLAR. 
The New Orleans mintmark from the first strike is also apparent, 
located beneath Liberty’s highest shoulder curl. 


MS66 Clad 1972-S Ike Dollar Mated Pair 


With Detached Obverse Layer 



4335 1972-S Eisenhower Dollar—Detached Clad Obverse Layer, 
Coin #1 of 2—MS66 PCGS; and a 1972-S Eisenhower Dollar— 
Detached Clad Obverse Piece, Coin #2 of 2—MS66 PCGS. Like 
other post-1964 clad coins, the 1972-S “blue” Ike dollar has outer 
layers of 75% copper and 25% nickel and an inner core of pure 
copper. On the present mated error pair, a lamination has caused 
a portion of the obverse outer layer to detach from the coin. The 
detached piece exposes a portion of the rose-gold copper core, and 
affects the obverse between 11 and 1 o’clock at the top of President 
Eisenhower’s head. The detached fragment is in the second PCGS 
holder, and its “reverse” shows an incused and reversed impression 
of the obverse.

4336 1972-S Eisenhower Dollar—Detached Silver Reverse Layer, 
Coin #1 of #2—PR65 Deep Cameo PCGS; and a 1972-S 
Eisenhower Dollar—Detached Silver Reverse Layer, Coin #2 of 
#2—PR64 Deep Cameo PCGS. The 40% silver Ike dollars, like 
the 40% silver Kennedy halves of 1965 to 1970, were “sandwich” 
coins that had thin outer layers of 80% silver and an inner core 
of primarily copper alloy. On the present specimen, a portion of 
the reverse outer layer detached after striking, perhaps due to gas 
trapped within the coinage strip between the core and outer layer. 
The obverse has a normal appearance, but the reverse displays 
the green-gold and rose copper core between 2:30 and 8:30. The 
detached reverse layer fragment has a nearly straight edge, and 
is housed in a separate PCGS holder. The “obverse” of the thin 
reverse fragment exhibits an incused and reversed image, impressed 
through the fragment during the strike.

Housed in a well- 
preserved golden-brown box with floral scrollwork on top and 
bottom that appears contemporary with the medal. 


HARD TIMES TOKEN 


1837 HT-464 Hard Times Token, MS62 
Probably the Finest Known Specimen 



4340 1837 S.S.B., Low-139, HT-464, R.6. MS62 NGC. Brass. When 
we offered an AU55 NGC piece in our September 2006 Long 
Beach Signature sale, we described that token as the finest known 
specimen. Now we are pleased to offer a far finer MS62 example 
of the same maverick variety. The present piece is only the third 
offering of this variety in any of our sales dating back to 1993 when 
we began our Permanent Auction Archives. 

The identity of S.S.B. remains a mystery, although Russell 
Rulau reported earlier suggestions that it may be an abbreviation 
for “Scovill’s Superfine Buttons” and notes that “the die work and 
size seem to clearly indicate some connection with the button¬ 
making industry.” William Scovill was a well-known button-maker 
in Waterbury, Connecticut. 

This specimen exhibits medium yellow surfaces with full luster 
and slight design weakness, indicative of striking problems that 
the composition creates. This token approximates the size of the 
familiar Feuchtwanger one cent pieces, which may have been the 
inspiration for its production.

PR67. The cent is more Red than Brown, and the nickel and 
silver pieces have light to moderate golden toning.(Total: 6

Well struck with swirling silver 
luster under light patina that shows touches of gold, especially 
at the margins. Excellent eye appeal for this lower-mintage issue, 
which did not have strong representation in GSA holdings 
compared to many subsequent issues. Band-certified in the GSA 
holder with the green CAC label overlapping the band and the

An Unusual GSA Coin 


4350 1879-CC MS64 NGC. Faintly gray-toned with a few peripheral 
milky spots but also indisputably bright cartwheel luster. The strike 
is crisp on frosted devices, and the eye appeal is great. This GSA 
dollar is band-certified in the holder of issue and comes with a box 
and 1972-dated certificate of authenticity. (#7086) 

4351 1880-CC 8/7 Reverse of 1878 MS64 NGC. VAM-7. Though 
not a Top 100 variety, this is an intriguing overdate, best seen as a 
small “bump” under the second 8 in the date. A lightly gold-toned 
near-Gem, frosty and attractive. Band-certified in the black GSA 
holder of issue.(#7110) 

4352 1881-CC MS66 NGC. Well-defined and impressively lustrous on 
each side. The obverse shows only faint hints of cloud-white patina, 
while the reverse is toned blue-green, violet, and orange. Band- 
certified by NGC in the original holder of issue with GSA box (the 
two halves detached).(#7126) 


Superb Gem 1881-CC Dollar 
Black GSA Holder 


4353 1881-CC MS67 NGC. Band-certified by NGC around the 
original black GSA holder; no box or certificate, but who needs 
them when the coin itself is a marvelous Superb Gem? Smooth 
silver surfaces are carefully preserved and distinctly frosted with 
just a touch of pearl-gray color to the patina. Sharply struck and 
gorgeous. (#7126) 


Gem 1881-0 GSA Dollar 


4354 1881-0 MS65 NGC. An 1881-0 Morgan dollar in MS65 is not 
in and of itself unusual, though the date is a condition rarity any 
finer (just eight non-Prooflike pieces graded better, according to 
NGC [1/11]). In a black GSA holder, on the other hand, this is an 
unusual coin indeed. A well-defined example with strong, creamy 
luster and little visible patina. (#7128) 

4355 1890-CC MS64 NGC. This Choice Mint State piece exhibits 
deep gold, violet, and blue toning on the obverse with full untoned 
mint brilliance on the reverse. Both sides have strong detail 
with only slight merging of the hair strands over Liberty’s ear.

4356 1891-CC MS61 NGC. Lightly toned yellow at the margins with 
delicate gray patina over strongly lustrous interiors. Moderately 
abraded on the cheek but appealing for the grade assigned, and 
band-certified in the black GSA holder. Comes with box, the two 
halves separated, but no certificate.(#7206) 

4357 1891-CC MS63 NGC. A frosty Select coin with light abrasions 
and minimal color to the pale silver patina. Band-certified in the 
GSA holder of issue with certificate of authenticity, collector 
notice, black GSA box, and mailing envelope with postmarks 
at Honolulu, Hawaii, for October 7, 1973. A great collection of 
ephemera as well as a desirable coin. (#7206)

4358 1879-CC Morgan Dollar MS65 Paramount (MS63). An 1879' 
CC Morgan dollar, perfect mintmark, in the classic Paramount

coin’s actual grade is MS63. The 1879-CC is an unusual date 
to show up in a Paramount holder, because the issue was poorly 
represented in the Redfield holdings. This example has a decent 
strike for the date and frosted devices, though the hair over the ear 
is typically soft. Flashy cartwheel luster dominates the fields, which 
show a thin layer of gray patina that turns gold'to-orange close to 
the rims. A solidly appealing representative. (#7086)

Collection. Housed in the red Paramount International Coin 
Corporation holder from the distribution of the Redfield

1838 Half Dollar, Judd-73 Restrike 
All-Brilliant, Deeply Reflective PR66 


4360 1838 Half Dollar, Judd-73 Restrike, Pollock-77, R.5, PR66 
NGC. A draped bust of Liberty faces left on the obverse, with a 
flying eagle dominating the reverse. Struck in silver with a reeded 
edge. This restrike has five different die cracks on the reverse, in 
addition to tiny specks of die rust on both fields. The surfaces are 
all-white and deeply mirrored and this Premium Gem shows a 
better strike than usually seen. Among the finest certified examples 
of this popular early silver pattern. (#11288) 

1838 Half Dollar Pattern, AU Details 
Judd-76, The So-Called ‘Straight Date’ 


4361 1838 Seated Liberty Half Dollar, Judd-76, Pollock-83, R.8— 
Improperly Cleaned—NGC Details. AU. The obverse is similar 
to the adopted design with only slight differences. The reverse, 
however, is noticeably different, with a spread-winged eagle that 
holds four arrows and a laurel branch. Struck in silver with a plain 
edge. NGC does not differentiate between originals and restrikes. 
The restrikes, such as seen here, show scattered die rust on the 
reverse and are believed to have been struck in the 1870s. Slight 
friction is noted over the high points. Each side is unnaturally 
bright from cleaning, with gray-rose and blue toning. Only two or 
three examples are believed known of this variant. 


1849 Gold Dollar With Square Perforation 
Judd-115, PR60, Hand-Engraved by James Longacre 



4362 1849 Gold Dollar, Judd-115, Pollock-130, High R.7, PR60 
PCGS. A simply laid-out coin that has a square central perforation. 
On the obverse, around the perforation, is the legend 1.DOLLAR. 
1849. The reverse has a laurel wreath around the perforated center 
and outside that UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. Struck in gold 
with a plain edge. 

These are fascinating patterns. The devices were hand- 
engraved (not struck) by James Longacre, which gives each piece 
an individuality. According to the Judd reference, the fineness of 
these pieces ranges from 50% to 100%. From the appearance of this 
example we would guess it has a lower fineness, as the surfaces are 
lighter in hue than a gold coin would be if struck from coin gold. 
Each side is hairlined, explaining the PR60 grade. The pedigree 
may be confirmed by the darker reddish area beneath the D in 
DOLLAR and a similar reddish area above the F in OF. This piece 
has been owned by a veritable Who’s Who of pattern collectors.

The obverse displays the denomination CENT at 
the top, the date 1850 at the bottom, two rosettes at the sides, 
and a perforation in the center. The shattered reverse has the 
inscriptions USA and ONE TENTH SILVER around. Struck in 
billon (10% silver, 90% copper) with a plain edge. According to 
USPatterns.com, the billon strikings with a central perforation are 
originals. Each side shows deep streaks of toning, mostly gray-blue, 
and the left-side obverse is noticeably deeper-hued than the right

4364 1851 One Cent, Judd-127 Original, Pollock-149, Low R.6, 
PR64 NGC. Ex: Lemus. The simple obverse design consists of the 
peripheral notations CENT above, and ONE TENTH SILVER 
below. The reverse employs an open wreath, with the legend 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA around. Medallic turn. Struck 
on a perforated billon planchet with a plain edge. 

A bill drafted by Congressman Sam F. Vinton in 1849 called 
for a reduction in the size of the one cent coin. Judd-127 was 
an experimental attempt to reduce the size of the coin, while 
maintaining the same intrinsic value. The perforated annular 
planchet made it easy to distinguish the coin from a dime, which 
was nearly the same size. Unfortunately, the annular design created 
many problems in the striking process, particularly with ejection of 
the struck coins. The small size Flying Eagle cent was eventually 
selected to replace the old large cent design. 

The undisturbed satin surfaces are covered with attractive gray 
and golden-brown patina. A pleasing example of this distinctive 
design.

Public complaints that the standard gold dollar coin was too 
small and easily lost led to this innovative, annular design. Using 
this format, a coin with a diameter of 0.65 inches could be made 
using the same weight and fineness specifications as the gold dollar. 
Unfortunately, the annular design did not function well in high- 
volume coining operations. The issue comes in both thick and thin 
planchets. 

The surfaces are lightly toned, with a pleasing, golden-rose hue. A 
few contact marks are consistent with the grade.

The obverse has the letters USA above and 
the date below. The reverse design has the denomination 
expressed as DOLLAR above and a wreath below. Struck in 
gold with a plain edge. The theory behind production of the 
annular or ring-type planchet was simply a larger physical 
diameter for the smallest gold coin denomination, although 
preparation of the planchets must have been difficult. It may 
also be surprising to some that the Mint also experimented with 
a similar annular half dollar gold piece. 

This is one of few pattern gold pieces actually struck in 
gold. It is actually more plentiful than most with about a dozen 
examples known. In addition, this design is also known in 
silver, nickel, and copper compositions. Some students of 
the pattern series believe that these pieces may have been 
restrikes, produced at an unspecified later date. This example 
has reflective light yellow-gold surfaces on both sides with a few 
minor blemishes. A small copper toning spot is evident on the 
obverse at about 4 o’clock. Some minor lint marks are evident 
on both sides, and the interior edge of the ring has a slightly

The thicker 
variant weighs around 32 grains, and examples are believed to 
be original strikings. The restrikes weigh around 25 grains and 
are struck on thinner planchets. 

The reason for experimentation with gold dollars (Judd-13 6 
to Judd-148) was to provide a larger, more convenient diameter 
for the coins. Gold dollars were small and easily lost, and in the 
early 1850s they represented a substantial amount of money 
for the average worker. Convenience lost out, however, to 
a more practical solution: The amount of silver was reduced 
in most subsidiary coinage in 1853, which returned the silver 
denominations to the channels of commerce rather than going 
to the melting pot. And the gold dollar diameter was increased 
in 1854, via the Type Two format. 

It is tempting to call this piece flawless. We can find no 
technical flaws on either side, and obviously NGC thought 
the same. The fields are heavily striated and give each side 
deep reflectivity. By way of contrast, the devices are heavily 
frosted, which gives the piece a cameo effect. For pedigree 
identification—which is important on a gold pattern in such 
a high grade—there is a small lint mark near the reverse rim, 
to the right of the R in DOLLAR. No one will probably ever 
duplicate the collection of gold patterns assembled by Dr. 
Wilkison, but the ambitious collector today could assemble a set 
of gold dollar patterns. This piece would be the cornerstone of

While the 0-101 die combination is considered 
plentiful in comparison to the others, it is still an important variety 
when compared to the most common early half dollar marriages. 
Here is a great opportunity for the type or date collector to obtain a

This piece has uncommonly sharp design details with only slight 
wear on the high points. At some point in the past this piece was 
cleaned and retoned, now displaying a combination of pewter, gray- 
brown, and gunmetal-blue on each side.

Four examples of the 1794 0-105 die marriage stand out 
among all others according to Stephen Herman’s autumn 
2010 revision of Auction & Mail Bid Prices Realized for Bust 
Half Dollars. All other survivors appear to grade no better than 
VF35. The finest pieces include:

The fields are reflective light gray with attractive blue-green 
toning along the left obverse border.

4409 1796 15 Stars Fine 15 PCGS. CAC. 0-101, R.5. Following 
a hefty production for the 1795 Flowing Hair half dollar 
(nearly 300,000 pieces), mintages of the 1796 and 1797 
issues totaled only 3,918 coins. The 1796 half dollar bore a 
new Draped Bust design on the obverse. The eagle on the 
reverse was made a bit smaller than that on the 1795, was 
perched on two clouds instead of a rock, and had its wings 
placed entirely within the encircling wreath. The latter is 
now composed of a laurel branch to the left and palm leaves 
to the right, instead of the two laurel branches of the 1795 
reverse. Unlike the other silver denominations for 1796, the 
half dollar bore the fraction 1/2 on the reverse exergue. 

No half dollars at all were coined in 1798 through 1800, and 
when the denomination resumed in 1801, the Small Eagle reverse 
was replaced with a Heraldic Eagle. The small mintage of the 
1796 and 1797 halves creates formidable demand for survivors 
from early silver type collectors and date/variety specialists. 

The current Choice Fine 1796 15 Stars half dollar 
displays natural silver-gray patina imbued with occasional 
splashes of light violet-blue and gold. The design elements 
are well defined, including nice detail in the middle and 
lower portions of Liberty’s hair and about one-third of the 
feathers in the eagle’s wings. The dentilation shows on both 
sides but is stronger on the reverse. The diagnostic die crack 
from the rim at 5 o’clock travels to the bust, where it turns 
right through the drapery to stars 15, 14, and 13. Its usual 
connection to the rim at 3 o’clock is not readily apparent on 
this example. No adjustment marks are evident. 

We mention some minute circulation marks solely for 
pedigree purposes. These include a small contact midway 
between star 2 and the curl, three or four minuscule marks to 
the right of stars 3 and 4, one on the eagle’s upper breast, and 
another to the upper right of the ribbon extending down from 
the right side of the bow knot. A toning spot on the rim to the 
upper right of the F in OF might also help to identify the coin. 

This problem-free example has considerable eye appeal for 
the level of wear. It is an attractive CAC-stickered piece that 
is housed in a green label holder.

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4410 1796 15 Stars AU58 PCGS. 0-101, R.5. The diagnostic die crack from the rim at 5 o’clock to Liberty’s bust, where it then 
branches out along the drapery, is relatively light on this near-Mint specimen. While the right branch crack displays 
a faint connection to star 15, it does not extend to stars 14, 13, and back to the rim at about 3:30, as is seen on most 1796 15 
Stars half dollars. Moreover, the semicircular crack on Liberty’s neck above the shoulder that is usually visible on high- 
end VF and above coins is absent. The above indicate that this coin is from an earlier die state. Another faint crack extends 
from the peak of the A in STATES through the upper parts of TES before terminating in the field at the upper left of O in OF. 

Low to medium intensity cobalt-blue patina concentrates at the margins, while whispers of the same color palette join with 
lavender and orange in the central areas. A well executed strike delivers sharp definition to the design elements, including excellent 
detail in Liberty’s facial features, hair strands, ribbon, and drapery. The eagle’s wing and tail plumage is virtually complete, while 
the torso, neck, and legs reveal the typical softness. Both obverse and reverse exhibit complete dentilation, though it is stronger 
on the reverse, and the motifs are well centered on each side. Reflective surfaces provide a level of aesthetic desirability seldom 
encountered, and are completely devoid of adjustment marks. Both sides are remarkably clean, revealing just a handful of minuscule 
contact marks on Liberty’s chest. Two rather spectacular planchet defects occur on the lower reverse. One to the lower left of the 
fraction extends from the rim through the 2 and middle of the lower right ribbon to the palm branch. The one to the lower right of 
the fraction travels from the rim into the field, where it makes a sharp right turn to end beneath the stem of the laurel branch. These 
Mint-made defects in no way detract from the overall appeal of this marvelous coin, and indeed serve as an excellent identifier. 

This near-Mint State 1796 15 Stars half is a truly exceptional coin that will make a handsome addition to a high-grade type set or a date/ 
variety collection of early half dollars.

Gobrecht dollars minted. These pieces are often, but not always, 
found in high grades as many were kept as mementos. This especially 
well-preserved example shows only the slightest traces of friction in 
the fields and over the high points. The fields retain almost all the 
original reflectivity, and both sides display reddish-gray patina with 
a faint trace of blue over the denticles. There are no noticeable 
contact marks on either side of this impressive Gobrecht dollar.

4495 1839 Name Omitted, Judd-104 Restrike, Pollock-116, R.3, 
PR58 NGC. Silver. Reeded Edge. Die Alignment IV (head of 
Liberty opposite the O in OF). The coin can be determined as a 
restrike by the microscopic die cracks through the tops of MERI and 
TE. Originals, such as the one in the Smithsonian, were struck in 
1839 and lack these cracks. The restrikes are believed to have been 
produced between 1857 and 1859. The fields are nicely mirrored, 
with a finish comparable to proof Seated dollars struck in the late 
1850s. The PR58 grade indicates some slight friction over the high 
points, but it will be difficult to see loss of detail there. The only 
signs of handling we see is “fuzziness” in the fields from a short time 
in the channels of commerce (or an extended stay in someone’s 
pocket).

4501 1846-0 MS61 ANACS. The 1846-0 is the first branch mint 
Seated dollar and is scarce above XF condition. Speculation seems 
to have gotten the best of Q. David Bowers when he romanticized 
this issue in his 1993 silver dollar Encyclopedia: “I suspect that this 
issue circulated widely and saw use in the channels of commerce up 
and down the Mississippi River Valley, especially riverboats (which 
numbered in the hundreds) and casinos.” The 1846-0 certainly 
was circulated extensively, as seen by the paucity of Mint State 
survivors, but as for riverboats and casinos, well... 

This piece is decently but not fully struck, with just a bit of 
softness on the stars and Liberty’s head. The surfaces are bright, with 
an overlay of smoky gray and brown toning with an intermittent 
dash of deep blue.

Current knowledge 
suggests that all 1851 Original silver dollars were coined as 
circulation strikes, while all 1851 Restrike dollars were coined as 
proofs. Therefore, it is necessary for the collector of proof Seated 
dollars to acquire this variety. This example is a splendid Cameo 
proof with hints of champagne toning visible mostly on the frosty 
devices. The fields are deeply mirrored and exhibit only the faintest 
hairlines that are consistent with the grade. 

In his 1993 Silver Dollar Encyclopedia, Dave Bowers described 
two different die varieties for the 1851 Restrike dollars. This 
piece more closely resembles the description of his second 
variety, although it seems to have certain elements of both. The 
descriptions are similar enough that they may actually represent die 
states of a single physical pair of coinage dies. 

Little concrete history is known of these pieces. Over the years, 
much has been made of “Midnight Minters” and other similar 
clandestine operations. In the past, some (especially Walter Breen) 
have suggested that George and Theodore Eckfeldt made many 
different restrikes within the Mint for their own personal gain. The 
late 1850s are usually suggested as a timeframe. At about that same 
time coin collecting was gaining in popularity, and the Mint’s own 
coin collection was being assembled. As intriguing as the Midnight 
Minter story may be, it seems equally likely that the Mint purposely 
made these restrikes to provide a trading stock with collectors 
for additions to the Mint’s numismatic collection (now held by 
the Smithsonian Institution).

4593 1854 Type Two MS66 NGC. Coinage of gold dollars and 
double eagles began in 1849 after passage of the Act of March 
3 of that year authorizing the two denominations, a direct 
result of the massive California gold discoveries. The one 
dollar, previously only struck in silver, joined the gold coin 
series as the basis for the larger denominations. The double 
eagle provided a physically larger coin in light of substantially 
increased gold deposits at the Mint. 

After passage of the enabling legislation, gold dollar 
production began almost immediately. Only two pattern double 
eagles were made in 1849, one of which is now a national 
treasure in the Smithsonian; the whereabouts of the second 
example is unknown today. Full double eagle mintage would 
commence in 1850. 

The design of the Type One gold dollar, minted from 1849- 
54, was unsatisfactory. A new Type Two design created in 1854 
featured a small Indian Head on the obverse. The Type Two 
was even shorter-lived; the final large Indian Head design 
began production in 1856. 

The high relief of the small Indian Head design led to 
striking problems that explain the condition rarity of the issue, 
especially in Mint State. The centers of each side are normally 
weakly struck, with the date on the reverse opposite the highest 
points of the obverse, creating weakness in the date area. And 
the height of the design high points led to almost immediate 
friction and wear. 

This example is among the sharpest we have seen. Every 
letter of LIBERTY is visible and bold, as are all individual 
details in the headdress. The hair below the coronet is 
completely delineated. The reverse is similarly sharp, with the 
wreath details complete throughout. The only weak point is 
at the upper right curve of the 8 in the date, exactly opposite 
the deepest recess of the obverse die. This fully lustrous and 
frosty Premium Gem displays rich yellow-gold luster and hints 
of pinkish toning. The surfaces are virtually perfect, with only 
microscopic contact marks. No clash marks appear on either 
side, even though this coin was struck from a late state of the 
reverse die. Rim crumbling is evident at 1 and 3 o’clock on the 
reverse border. This impressive Type Two gold dollar will be a 
welcome addition in the advanced collector’s date or type set, 
a coin the connoisseur will appreciate.

4594 1854 Type Two MS66 PCGS. The three dollar gold coin 
denomination was introduced in 1854, and Mint officials

to simultaneously attempt a solution to a problem plaguing 
another gold denomination, the one dollar coins. Their small 
size (13 mm in diameter) meant that they were all too easily 
lost—in a time when one dollar was a considerable sum of 
money—and they were “often confused with the small silver 
coins in circulation at the time,” according to Garrett and 
Guth. (The silver three cent coin was 14 mm in diameter, 
although it weighed about half what the gold dollar did.) The 
size was accordingly increased to a diameter of 15 mm—which 
of course meant that the planchets had to be thinner for the 
fineness and net gold content to remain constant. The obverse 
was redesigned to the Indian Princess motif, mirroring the three 
dollar design. 

Most Type Two gold dollars share two common striking 
problems: The dies would frequently clash together without 
one of the new, thinner blanks or planchets intervening, 
creating clash marks. The new design also juxtaposed the 
design high points on each side, leading to strike difficulties. 
Weak strikes are common among Type Two dollars, a prime 
factor in the lack of high-grade specimens and one that keeps 
most out of the higher Mint State grades. 

This is a wonderful type coin. The surfaces display 
pronounced mint frost, and the striking details are strong in 
the centers of each side. Only slight softness is noted on the 
right side of the 8 in the date. There are simply no abrasions to 
remark upon on either side of this superior Type Two gold dollar.

Noticeable 
amounts of mint luster surround the devices on each side. This 
yellow-gold coin displays just a hint of reddish patina. Census: 43 in

4599 1860-S AU58 PCGS. CAC. This scarce S-mint gold dollar 
retains a significant amount of mint luster around the devices. 
Slight friction is seen over the high points of the devices, and there 
are few handling marks visible.

4600 1866 MS63 PCGS. A semiprooflike orange-gold Select 
representative. Struck from prominently clashed dies. A loupe 
reveals occasional slender abrasions. Only 7,100 pieces were 
produced. Population: 14 in 63, 33 finer (2/11).(#7565) 

4601 1869 MS61 NGC. The orange-gold surfaces show good striking 
details, and the fields have a noticeable degree of reflectivity. A low- 
mintage issue with only 5,925 pieces minted.(#7568) 


1873 Closed 3 Gold Dollar, MS64 
Only Four Finer Pieces at PCGS 




4602 1873 Closed 3 MS64 PCGS. CAC. Struck early in the year, the 
1873 Closed 3 variety is rare, from a mintage of just 1,800 business 
strikes and 25 proofs. Soon thereafter, the Open 3 gold dollars were 
minted, with a production of 123,300 coins. Nearly all surviving 
Closed 3 coins are prooflike or proof, and it is sometimes difficult to 
tell the difference. This piece has reflective fields and a bold strike 
but the mirrors are shallow, unlike the true proofs. Both sides have 
brilliant yellow surfaces with delicate cameo contrast and a few 
small copper toning splashes. Population: 6 in 64, 4 finer (2/11).

4603 1880 MS67 Prooflike NGC. CAC. The 1880 gold dollar is 
curiously available for a coin with a mintage of only 1,600 pieces.

Nevertheless, it is not generally available in 
MS67 Prooflike. Only seven such pieces have been certified by 
NGC with one finer (2/11). This bright, flashy coin boasts even 
yellow-gold surfaces that are essentially devoid of contact.

Superb 
Gems are scarce, however, and only nine coins have been certified 
in higher numeric grades at PCGS (1/11). The present coin is a 
spectacular example, with a combination of satiny mint luster and 
prooflike reflectivity on the pleasing greenish-gold surfaces. The 
design elements are sharply detailed in most areas, but just a touch

4605 1885 MS64 PCGS. CAC. A highly prooflike near-Gem of 
this later low mintage date. The strike is intricate, and visible 
marks are limited to faint abrasions near the AM in AMERICA.

A precisely struck and pristine example 
with charming khaki-gold toning. The wreath ribbon is die doubled 
south, as always for the business strike emission of 29,000 pieces.

4607 1889 MS66 ★ NGC. Considering the comparatively high 
availability of the issue, it is noteworthy that this Premium Gem 
example is the finer of only two 1889 MS66 gold dollars given 
the coveted Star designation by NGC (2/11). Pleasing rose-gold 
orange patina graces the thoroughly lustrous surfaces. The strike is 
unimprovably sharp, and only trivial imperfections are present.

The present coin displays vivid greenish-gold surfaces, with 
deeply mirrored liquid fields of unfathomable depth. The design 
elements are frosty and sharply detailed throughout, setting up the 
profound cameo contrast. This coin possesses extraordinary eye 
appeal and startling black-on-gold flash when tilted in the light.

4610 1881 PR66 Cameo NGC. Out of 87 proofs struck, a number are 
unknown today, and many more prooflike pieces are masquerading 
as true proofs.

Intense contrast between faintly 
textured lemon-yellow mirrors and frosted, sharp devices grants 
this coin its captivating cameo effect. Impressively preserved with 
just a few tiny faults visible under close scrutiny, and the sole finest 
Cameo example known to NGC (2/11).

4613 1829 MS61 NGC. Breen-6132, BD-1, High R.4. Among 
the major type rarities are the quarter eagles struck from 1829 to 
1834, featuring the Capped Bust obverse and With Motto reverse. 
The basic design combination was in use since 1821, with the 
diameter slightly reduced prior to the coinage of these 1829 coins. 
Therefore, this piece represents the first year of issue for the new 
type. Only 3,403 quarter eagles were minted in 1829, and John 
Dannreuther suggests that between 70 and 90 of those coins still 
exist today. His estimate seems reasonable. 

All known examples have perfect obverse and reverse dies with 
no clash marks, lapping, or die cracks. The low mintage combined 
with the only use of both dies seems to suggest that one or both dies 
could exist in later die states but none have ever been seen. 

This lovely green-gold example has satiny surfaces with 
reflective fields. Faint hairlines limit the grade, although the overall 
eye appeal suggests a finer numerical level.

4618 1836 Script 8—Improperly Cleaned—NGC. AU. Head of 1835, 
Breen-6143, Variety-11, R.2. This Classic quarter eagle has seen 
minimal actual circulation, but the surfaces are bright and a trifle 
granular, and a pair of brief pinscratches are noted on the cheek 
and near the forehead curl. (#7694) 

4619 1836 Block 8 AU50 PCGS. Large Head of 1834, Breen-6142, 
Variety-8, R.3. A precisely struck honey-gold AU Classic type coin. 
Small marks are present throughout, but none provide an individual 
distraction. Certified in a green label holder. (#97 694) 

4620 1836 Block 8 AU58 NGC. Second Head of 1837, Breen- 
6144, Variety-15, R.2. This apricot-gold near-Mint Classic two 
and a half displays luster throughout the eagle, curls, and borders. 
Study beneath a loupe locates occasional faint thin field marks.

4625 1839-C—Improperly Cleaned—NGC Details. AU Details. 
Winter-2, Variety-22, R.4. VP-001. The latter designation is 
NGC’s Variety Plus identification. The mintmark is centered 
over the space between the 8 and 3 in the date, farther left than 
its position on the other known obverse die. The date is boldly 
repunched with the 3 and 9 both sharply doubled. This variety has 
been called an overdate in the past. This late die state example has 
heavy die cracks on each side. The surfaces are light yellow with 
myriad abrasions that are entirely trivial. Lightly cleaned but still

An Underappreciated O-Mint Rarity 



4629 1843-0 Large Date, Plain 4 AU58 PCGS. CAC. The 1843-0

third rarest in high grade rarity. This issue is generally unavailable 
in mint condition; coins at the AU58 level, such as this one, are the 
finest the collector will be able to locate (and then with difficulty).

4632 1846 AU58 NGC. CAC. Sharply detailed on the obverse; a little 
softness shows on the eagle’s leg. The lustrous surfaces display light 
greenish-gold color. Only 21,500 pieces were struck. Census: 50 in

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1847-D Liberty Two and a Half, AU55 
Popular Mintmarked Type Coin 



4633 1847-D AU55 NGC. Variety 9-M. Only one variety known for 
the date. The 1847-D quarter eagle claims a mintage of 15,784 
pieces, with an estimated surviving population of 175-200 examples 
in all grades. The present coin is a sharply detailed Choice AU 
specimen, with bright orange-gold surfaces. Census: 20 in 55, 62 
finer (1/11). (#7746) 


4634 1848-C XF40 PCGS. Variety 1 . This low mintage two and 
a half has green-gold toning and attractive design definition 
despite the central incompleteness of strike usual for the 
Charlotte Mint. Smooth aside from a small tick on Liberty’s cheek. 
(#7750) 


Still-Lustrous AU50 1849-D Quarter Eagle 



4635 1849-D AU50 NGC. Variety 11-M. The more common variant 
for this date. Still-lustrous sun-yellow fields show only minor wear 
on softly struck high points, such as Liberty’s ear-curls and the 
eagle’s neck and body. Scattered minor abrasions are also present. 
All things considered, an appealing example from the middle 
period of Southern gold. (#7754) 


4636 1850 MS61 PCGS. Pale yellow surfaces are subtly green-gold 
with an almost icy quality. Well struck with a number of delicate 
abrasions scattered in the fields. Population: 9 in 61, 33 finer

1850-D Quarter Eagle, MS62 
A Condition Census Candidate 



4637 1850-D MS62 PCGS. Variety 13-M. Just one die pair is known 
for the 1850-D quarter eagles, and that die pair was utilized for 
a production of 12,148 coins. From that total just seven coins 
have received Mint State grades at PCGS, including three MS62 
examples with none finer (2/11). The population data seems contrary 
to Doug Winter’s comments: “The 1850-D is the most available 
Dahlonega quarter eagle struck during the 1850s. It is still much 
scarcer than the comparably common issues from the 1840’s.” 

Although NGC has now certified one finer piece, the number 
of Mint State examples is still extremely small, especially when 
resubmissions are considered. Less than 10 examples are known 
in MS60 through MS63 grades.

Like many of its brethren, this is a low-mintage issue that is seldom 
found in higher grades. Both sides have parallel file marks visible 
only on the devices. It appears that these may have occurred at the 
Charlotte Mint, after this coin was struck but before it was released 
for circulation. They have an appearance similar to adjustment 
marks on earlier Federal coinage. Both sides have rich greenish- 
gold color with hints of luster. Population: 22 in 45, 30 finer (2/11).

4639 1852-0 AU58+ NGC. CAC. A lovely Liberty quarter eagle from 
the New Orleans Mint, struck during the period of heavy gold 
deposits at that facility, mostly from California. For example, 98.1% 
of the total gold deposited at New Orleans in January 1852 was 
California gold, the balance consisting of mixed coins, bullion, and 
jewelry. This example has satiny yellow luster with pleasing design 
definition and only a few scattered surface marks. NGC has only

4640 1853 MS64 NGC. Well struck for the issue with subtle, satiny 
luster. This Choice coin offers hints of violet against the 
otherwise yellow-gold surfaces. Census: 76 in 64, 19 finer (2/11).

4641 1853 MS64 PCGS. CAC. Most Philadelphia Mint gold coins 
dated 1853 are easily obtained, although issues such as the 
quarter eagle are elusive in higher grades, as the low population 
indicates.

1853-D Quarter Eagle, AU58 
Far Finer Than Usual 



4642 1853-D AU58 ANACS. Variety 16-M. This 1853-D two and a 
half is a rare survivor from a tiny mintage of 3,178 pieces. Garrett - 
Guth (2006) write: “Probably fewer than 100 coins still survive 
in all grades. Population data indicate that most 1853-D quarter 
eagles fall in the Extremely Fine grade range.” Slight weakness in

4643 1854 MS63 PCGS. Boldly impressed with saturated yellow-orange 
color and swirling, vaguely frosty luster.

This coruscating and impressively mark-free 
two and a half has only a hint of striking incompleteness at the 
centers.

4645 1854-0 MS62 PCGS. While the 1854-0 quarter eagle is an 
available date in circulated grades, the situation changes at the Mint 
State level.

The present coin is a sharply detailed, orange-gold 
example, with vibrant mint luster and few signs of circulation. 
Census: 96 in 58, 50 finer (2/11).(#7784) 

4648 1859 Old Reverse, Type One MS60 NGC. Broad arrowheads 
are the signature aspect of the “Old Reverse” or “Type One.” This 
gold-orange example has no trace of wear, though it does display 
a number of wispy abrasions. Census: 3 in 60, 33 finer (2/11). 
(#97788) 


1860 Liberty Quarter Eagle, MS62 
Rare Old Reverse, Type One 



4649 1860 Old Reverse, Type One MS62 PCGS. The reverse dies 
for quarter eagles were modified in 1859, but a small number of 
1860-dated quarter eagles were produced using dies from the old 
hub. This elusive variety was not discovered until the 1990s, and 
few examples are known in high grade. The present coin is a 
lustrous, sharply detailed specimen, with light orange-gold surfaces.

The mintage of the 1862 quarter eagle was 98,508 business 
strikes, but only 11 other coins have been graded by NGC, with 
five finer (2/11). This sharply struck example has pronounced die 
striations in the field, which have in turn given the coin a prooflike 
glimmer on each side.

This orange-gold example has slight wear on 
the cheek and hair, but the surfaces are unperturbed aside from a 
rose-red spot on the wreath near 9 o’clock. Housed in a green label 
holder.

4720 1882 MS62 NGC. One of just 1,500 business strikes produced, all 
of which are from the same reverse die with a widely repunched 
2 in the date. Apparently, the date was formed from two different 
punches, an 188 gang punch and a separate 2 punch. Moderately 
prooflike, although undesignated as such by NGC. Impressively 
unabraded with bright honey surfaces and only a hint of blending

4721 1883 MS62 PCGS. Well known for its low mintage of just 900 
pieces, the 1883 three dollar gold piece is a scarce date, but not as 
rare as the tiny production figure would indicate. The present coin 
is a sharply detailed MS62 specimen, with mirrored prooflike fields 
that show both green and orange-gold color. Population: 33 in 62,

By 1889, though, the denomination was back to 
irrelevance (and soon to be eliminated by coinage legislation).

Yellow, orange - 
gold, and peach shadings mingle on each side, and copper-red 
elements are present along the reverse rims. Housed in a green 
label holder.

1888 MS66 NGC. While the 1888 three dollar gold is a generally 
well-preserved issue—hardly a surprise, given that the denomination 
was barely circulating by that time—the date comes up on a hard 
limit surprisingly quickly after its peak. The NGC Census Report 
suggests that MS64 is the most plentiful certified grade, yet the 
same firm has graded just 16 pieces as MS66, none of them Star- 
designated and with no coins numerically finer (2/11). This is an 
attractive example at that top level, a yellow-gold coin with hardly 
any blemishes and boasting the characteristic swirling luster that

4728 1889 MS66 PCGS Secure. CAC. Two gold denominations last 
struck in 1889 were terminated in 1890: the gold dollar and three 
dollar gold piece. While the gold dollar had found a niche as a 
holiday gift among the patrician set, the three dollar gold piece 
ended its tenure as a basically unloved denomination. There were 
just 2,300 business strikes produced, though due to the utter lack 
of circulation the denomination saw, there are a number of high- 
end examples known today, such as this Premium Gem. Swirling 
yellow-orange luster offers generous peach overtones, the strike is 
solid, and there are only a few tiny faults scattered on each side.

PR62 Cameo 1856 Three Dollar Gold 
A Pre-1858 Proof Rarity 



4729 1856 PR62 Cameo PCGS. CAC. Garrett and Guth offer these 
notes on the date, which has an unknown but doubtless small 
mintage as a proof: 

“Fewer than a dozen 1856 $3 gold pieces are known in 
Proof condition, with the true number being closer to eight. 
Some, if not all, show traces of a small DOLLARS beneath 
a larger version. Apparently, this die was left over from 
1854 and modified to conform to the newer large DOL¬ 
LARS variety.” 

This example shows the curious overcut feature, as well as 
ample butter-yellow mirrors and devices with contrasting frost. 
Though a number of hairlines affect each side and a shallow curving 
pinscratch laces behind Liberty’s head, the overall eye appeal is 
solid, and grade matters little at this level of rarity.

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Civil War-Era 1863 Three Dollar Gold 
PR66 Ultra Cameo 




4730 1863 PR66 Ultra Cameo NGC. CAC. The Civil War 
threatened to disrupt the nascent distribution system for proof 
coins to a mass numismatic audience, though history records 
that mintages persisted through the entire conflict. In 1863, for 
example, the year that Confederate forces reached the same 
state that houses the Philadelphia Mint, that facility struck a 
full range of proof copper, silver, and gold coins, including the 
little-used three dollar gold denomination. 

The mintage was not high, of course, and today, the proof 
1863 three dollar gold is a valuable rarity regardless of condition. 
In The United States $3 Gold Pieces , Q. David Bowers writes: 

“Somewhat over a dozen Proofs survive from a stated 
production of 39 pieces. Generally, these are in higher 
grade levels, have cameo contrast, and are very attrac¬ 
tive. Such coins are generally available only to buyers 
who have a great amount of patience.” 

The patient buyer will find a great reason to have waited in 
this marvelous specimen, a fantastically contrasted coin with 
pale gold frost over the devices and gleaming yellow mirrors. 
While a copper spot appears off the corner of the R in LIBERTY 
on the obverse and a lintmark curls through the lower reaches 
of the R in DOLLARS on the reverse, post-striking defects are 
few, and the overall visual appeal is magnificent. This is the 
only Ultra Cameo or Deep Cameo coin rated at PR66 in the 
combined certified population (1/11), and there are none finer.

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Proof-Only 1876 Three Dollar, XF Details 




4731 1876— Removed From Jewelry —NGC Details. XF. Like the 
1875 that preceded it, the 1876 three dollar is a proof-only issue. 
The number struck and the number extant today can only be 
guessed at, but it is reliably thought that 65 to 75 pieces were struck, 
with somewhere between 45 and 60 individual examples known 
today. The surfaces of this piece show an unnatural brightness and 
evidence of rubbing on the figure of Liberty that is indicative of 
an ex-jewelry coin. However, it has none of the rim problems or 
solder remnants that other former-jewelry coins have. Much of the 
original proof surface on the obverse has been dulled as a result, 
but the reverse is surprisingly bright and vibrant by comparison. A 
few shallow scratches and contact marks are evident on each side.

4732 1885 PR58 NGC. The 1885 proof three dollar gold piece claims 
a mintage of 109 pieces, minuscule in absolute terms, but fairly 
generous in the context of the series. The present coin is sharply 
detailed, with just the slightest hint of high-point rub on the 
devices. The surfaces are brightly reflective, with a few minor 
hairlines and attractive greenish-gold color. Census: 4 in 58, 18

1796/5 BD-1 Half Eagle, AU53 
Important Early Gold Rarity 



4733 1796/5 Small Eagle AU53 PCGS. Breen-6418, BD-1, High 

R.4. Half eagles were the first gold coins minted by the United 
States, beginning at the end of July 1795. Philadelphia Mint 
records show a total production of 8,707 half eagles in 1795 and 
6,196 in 1796, but most of the latter were actually dated 1795. 
Current rarity ratings indicate that about 600 1795 Small Eagle 
half eagles and 100 1796 half eagles survive in all grades. 

The current population suggests a mintage of about 12,800 
half eagles dated 1795 and 2,100 dated 1796. An alternative 
is examination of auction offerings. Our Permanent Auction 
Archives show a total of 198 offerings of 1795 Small Eagle 
pieces and 17 appearances of 1796 half eagles. That data 
suggests an original mintage of 13,700 pieces dated 1795 and 
just 1,200 dated 1796. The predicted estimates fall closely 
in line with John Dannreuther’s estimate of “1,057 to 2,000” 
coins. The 17 past auction appearances of 1796 half eagles in 
all Heritage auctions since 1993 include one MS61, four AU58, 
one AU55, three AU53, and two XF45 coins. 

The limited die states recorded for all 1796 half eagles 
provide another clue to the small mintage of coins bearing the 
1796 date. A single die marriage is known, with a few examples 
having a short die crack at the bottom obverse. 

The present specimen is different from any of those we 
have offered in the past. Both sides have light yellow surfaces 
with splashes of orange toning near the borders. Small green 
spots at the upper reverse appear to be attached to the surface 
of the coin rather than imbedded in the surface. Both sides 
show trivial marks and minor hairlines. Two tiny nicks in the 
right obverse field should prove useful for provenance hunters.

Very Scarce BD-4 Variety 


4734 1800 AU50 NGC. Breen-6439, BD-4, R.4. From a mintage of 
37,628 pieces, the 1800 Capped Bust Right half eagle is known 
in five different die varieties. This coin represents the very scarce 
BD-4 variety, with the blunt 1 in the date and the recut M in 
AMERICA. John Dannreuther estimates 125-175 specimens are 
extant in all grades. This lightly circulated piece retains much 
original detail and luster, with light greenish-gold surfaces. A few 
adjustment marks are evident on the obverse rims. (#8082) 



Choice AU 1800 Half Eagle, BD-2 


4735 1800 AU55 ANACS. Breen-6438, BD-2, High R.3. The 

Philadelphia Mint reported 37,628 half eagles coined in 1800, 
but some of those coins may have been struck from dies of earlier 
years. The BD-2 variety is distinguished by the second A in 
AMERICA touching both the eagle’s claw and the branch stem. 
John Dannreuther estimates 175-250 specimens of the BD-2 may 
survive in all grades. The present coin shows just a touch of high- 
point wear on the devices, with lustrous greenish-gold surfaces and 
few abrasions for the grade. (#8082) 


1808 BD-3 Half Eagle, MS63 
Late Die State 



4736 1808 MS63 NGC. Close 5D, Breen-6456, BD-3, R.4. Die 

states of BD-3 are problematic, with the earliest die state in the 
Bass-Dannreuther reference showing reverse clash marks that 
occurred during the earlier use of that die for the 1807 BD-8 die 
marriage (State a/c). The intermediate die state has a perfect 
obverse die with a lapped reverse die having all prior clash marks 
removed (State a/d). The terminal die state requires obverse clash 
marks in combination with clash marks and a “crack from last A in 
AMERICA through denomination” (State b/e). 

This piece clearly shows clash marks on the obverse, as well as 
clash marks from the 1808 obverse visible on the reverse, including 
all four digits of the date that are visible in clash mark form. 
However, there is no evidence of a die crack as John Dannreuther 
describes. The reverse of this piece does show an obvious and 
clearly visible clash mark at the location of the crack described 
above. Dannreuther notes that only one example of the late die 
state was observed, that piece being offered in a May 2000 R.M. 
Smythe catalog. The possibility is that the clash mark on the 
present piece is the same feature that was described as a crack. 

This Choice Mint State piece is a splendid and sharply detailed 
example of the die marriage frosty light yellow luster and slightly 
deeper lemon-yellow tones. Both sides have a few scattered marks 
and trivial hairlines that are frequently seen on these early gold 
coins. This is an excellent study piece for the advanced early gold 
collector.

4740 1839 AU55 NGC. This lightly circulated Liberty half eagle is 
sharply detailed on the reverse, with slightly more wear on the 
obverse. The lustrous surfaces are a pleasing greenish-gold color, 
and only minor abrasions are evident.

4741 1839—Improperly Cleaned—NGC Details. Unc. Excellent 
detail with no trace of wear. Pale yellow surfaces have partially

4742 1840 Broad Mill AU58 NGC. Luster outlines the stars and 
dominates the reverse periphery. This No Motto five is well 
struck for the subtype and has charming light apricot-gold toning.

4743 1842-D Small Date XF45 PCGS. CAC. Variety 8-E. Only Small 
Date variety. The 1842-D Small Date half eagle claims a mintage 
of 37,917 pieces, with a surviving population of 175-200 examples 
all told. Doug Winter estimates 66-77 examples are extant in XF 
grades. The present coin is a lightly worn orange-gold example, 
with slightly subdued luster.

4744 1843 MS60 NGC. CAC. A broad band of luster occupies the 
borders of this surprisingly unabraded pale gold No Motto five.

The more 
common obverse with a significant gap between the 1 in the date 
and the bust truncation.

1846-D Normal Mintmark Five, AU53 
Variety 14-1, Surprisingly Scarce in AU 


4746 1846-D AU53 PCGS. Variety 14-1. This variety is distinguished 
by its higher date, with the 6 positioned closer to the neck than 
the denticles, and the upright of the mintmark positioned over 
the center of the V in FIVE. The regular-mintmark 1846-D, as 
here, is actually scarcer than the D/D variety and should sell for 
a significant premium—but it does not. Almost Uncirculated 
examples of the 1846-D are difficult to find. This piece has bright 
surfaces whose yellow-gold color has a slight accent of reddish 
patina around the devices. The surfaces are lightly abraded; the 
only mark of consequence is a shallow scrape in the left obverse

Mint State pieces are another matter; Garrett and 
Guth (2006) estimate that “just five or six Mint State coins” appear 
on the auction block each year. The bright, yellow-gold surfaces 
of this Select example display flashy, swirling luster and pleasing 
detail overall.

A tan-gold example with surprising 
plumage detail despite a broad reverse rim that encroaches upon 
the extremes of the peripheral letters.(#8323) 
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1871-CC Half Eagle, VF25 
Scarce Issue 



4760 1871-CC VF25 PCGS. CAC. The 1871-CC Liberty half eagle is 
scarce-to-rare in all grades, from a mintage of 20,770 pieces. Experts 
believe only 140-150 specimens survive in all grades, and most 
examples seen are in heavily circulated condition. The present 
coin shows moderate even wear on the devices and display traces 
of mint luster on the pleasing orange-gold surfaces. Population: 4 in 
25, 59 finer (2/11). (#8323) 


1872 Five Dollar, AU55, Only 1,660 Struck 
No Business Strike in the Smithsonian 



4761 1872 AU55 NGC. The mintage for circulation strike 1872 fives 
was a mere 1,660 pieces. Predictably, few high-grade examples have 
survived, and of the ones that have, they invariably show prooflike 
or semiprooflike fields. That is certainly the case on this example. 
The bright flash from the fields is barely subdued by the numerous 
small handling marks scattered over each side. The strike is a bit 
weak on the central device high points, but there are no singularly 
mentionable detractions on this rarity.

1872-CC AU53 PCGS. In only its third year of operation, the 
Carson City Mint managed a respectable—if still small—mintage 
of 16,980 half eagles in 1872. Most specimens of this denomination 
found a ready market in circulation in the rough-and-tumble West 
of the era, and today the average certified survivor grades only VF30 
or thereabouts. Rusty Goes The Mint on Carson Street notes that the 
grades of the first six Carson City half eagles in the famed Eliasberg 
Collection averaged only VF30, “then came the 1876-CC,” a 
fabulous piece graded MS66 by PCGS that is “arguably the rarest and 
highest quality gold coin surviving from the Carson City Mint.” 

Regarding the 1872-CC production, Goe notes that the estimated 
survival is less than 0.5%, lower than any other issue in the series. 
The present 1872-CC, as noted, is far finer than the average certified 
survivor. In AU53 this piece is one of five coins so graded at PCGS, 
with seven finer (the finest are two examples in AU58). NGC has 
certified another five pieces in AU53, with 12 finer (2/11). 

The present example offers pretty greenish-gold and hazel 
patina that complements a patch of lilac in the left obverse field, 
unusual but thoroughly original coloration. Minor doubling shows 
on some of the letters of FIVE DOLLARS, and light clashing shows 
on the eagles left (facing) wing to the beak. (#8326) 
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4764 1872-S XF40 PCGS. A rarity in the San Francisco half eagle series 
from a mintage of 36,400 coins. For the first 24 years of operation, 
half eagle mintages from San Francisco exceeded 100,000 coins 
only in 1856.

The present coin is a sharply detailed Choice AU 
specimen, with semiprooflike greenish-gold surfaces. A moderate 
number of minor abrasions are present on both sides of this rare 
coin.

4766 1874-S XF45 PCGS* Orange-gold overall with blushes of powder- 
blue on the open fields. Only 16,000 pieces were struck, since 
fractional counterparts of the double eagle were comparatively 
meager in mintage at San Francisco prior to 1878.

4767 1875-CC AU50 PCGS. Rusty Goe notes that as double eagle 
production went up at Carson City, smaller gold denominations felt 
the opposite effect. This 1875-CC half eagle comes from an issue 
with production in the low five figures. Still-lustrous orange-gold 
surfaces show several patches of sage copper-spotting in the left 
obverse field.

4780 1891-CC MS62 NGC. The mintage of 208,000 half eagles 
was the high-water mark for the Carson City Mint, and today 
enough survive that any collector can acquire an example, and 
the MS62 grade represents a perfect combination of quality and 
price.

A quick glance 
suggests a coin that has every aspect of a Gem, but only close 
inspection will reveal the tiny marks that prevent such a grade 
assessment. A few tiny dark spots on the reverse have no effect on 
the grade.

4777 1884-CC AU58 PCGS. Concentrating on production of silver 
dollars to meet the terms of the Bland-Allison Act, the Carson 
City Mint made few 1884'CC half eagles, with production limited 
to just 16,402 coins. In addition, the Nevada mint coined 9,925 
eagles and 81,139 double eagles in 1884. 

This near-Mint half eagle has a few small surface marks on each 
side with one long, shallow scratch in the right obverse field.

In our opinion, 
this coin has the details of an unworn proof specimen that has 
altered surfaces. The stars have a halo effect, which suggests 
tampering with the obverse field, perhaps to enhance the cameo 
contrast. Just 92 proof 1907 Liberty half eagles were coined, and 
several were spent since such pieces commanded little premium

4792 1909-0 MS62 PCGS. With the memorably low production 
figure of only 34,200 business strikes, the anachronistic 1909-0 
half eagle is the last O-mint and lowest-mintage issue in the 
series. It is the poster child for conditional rarities within the 
Indian Head five dollar series and a headline coin whenever a 
nice Mint State example comes up at auction. 

Although the 1909-0 is a notable conditional rarity in the 
higher Mint State grades, it is actually only one of a number of 
challenging mintmarked issues within the Indian half eagles—a 
group that also includes the 1909-S, 1911-D, 1911-S, 1914-S, 
and 1915-S. 

The 1909-0 half eagle, however, is a better-known key issue 
within the series compared to the other dates above, some of 
which are underrated and little-known outside the specialist 
community. The acquisition of any 1909-0 in Mint State (or 
even approaching Mint State, for many collectors) confers 
remarkable pride of ownership. 

Mike Fuljenz has written in his new reference on Indian 
Head coinage of the remarkable rarity of the 1909-0 above the 
MS63 level, saying that most collectors must “make do with a 
piece in the MS62 to MS63” range. 

At Heritage, however, we are privileged to see some 
marvelous exceptions to the rule, such as the unparalleled Jim 
O’Neal MS66 PCGS recently offered in our FUN Signature 
(Heritage, 1/2011), lot 5138, which realized $690,000. (This 
is a piece that David Akers calls, simply, “The Coin.”) As a 
measure of the fervor that the O’Neal specimen incited in the 
marketplace, the bidding on the coin had reached $299,000 
(including buyer’s premium) among seven different bidders, 
with 10 days still left to go until the live auction. 

While this MS62 representative will not reach such lofty 
heights, there will still be considerable demand for it, and it has 
every chance to be the cornerstone of a fine Indian half eagle 
collection. Its surfaces are yellow-gold with honey overtones. 
The obverse is smooth for the grade, though the reverse fields 
show a number of abrasions. Overall eye appeal is solid for a 
coin not awarded the Select designation.

Regardless of variety, the 1846-0 is rare at the near-Mint level,

4871 1910-D MS66+ NGC. CAC. Garrett and Guth call the 1910-D

as a Premium Gem, and this coin goes a step above to the MS66+ 
level. Certainly it boasts Plus-worthy eye appeal, thanks to swirling 
yellow-gold luster with a hint of peach and a decent strike. The 
margins are “typically atypical” with die erosion at the margins, but 
the overall eye appeal is solid. A mark hidden in the front feathers 
of the headdress precludes Superb Gem status.

4873 1911 MS64 NGC. Strongly detailed with warm and swirling 
luster that is primarily sun-yellow. Excellent overall quality befits 
a near-Gem, though a few tiny marks affect the upper reverse rim.

4874 1911-D AU53 PCGS. Small but distinct wear patches appear on 
the high points, though generous sun-gold luster swirls through the 
fields on this low-mintage Saint-Gaudens eagle. An abrasion is 
noted near 9 o’clock at the obverse rim.

4893 1913 PR64 PCGS. The 1913 proof Indian ten boasts a 
minuscule mintage of just 71 pieces. Among Indian eagles, 
only the famous 1907 Rolled Edge and the 1914 matte proof 
issues can claim a smaller net production figure, at 50 examples 
each. In terms of high+grade rarity, the 1913 is actually more 
elusive than either of those issues, and only the 1915 matte 
proof emission is more difficult to locate. The elusive nature 
of this issue was recognized at an early date, and B. Max Mehl 
referred to the example in lot 346 of the Dr. G.F.E. Wilharm 
Collection (Mehl, 2/1921) as, “1913 Sand blast proof. Rare.” In 
the Handbook of 20th Century United States Gold Coins 1907- 
1933, second edition, David Akers and Jeff Ambio estimate a 
surviving population of 20-35 specimens in all grades, with six 
to eight coins extant in PR64. 

The sandblast finish Mehl referred to in the Wilharm 
description was an innovation the Mint introduced in 1912, 
because the matte and Roman proofs of previous years had 
proved so unpopular with the public. The sandblast proofs have 
a much finer texture than the finishes of earlier years. As Walter 
Breen said in his 1988 Encyclopedia, this finish displays “millions 
of sparkling facets under a magnifier.” The sandblast proofs have 
an attractive medallic appearance, with sharply defined devices 
and evenly textured surfaces. Unfortunately, the sandblast 
proofs were no more popular than the matte or Roman proofs 
had been, and the Mint changed finishes again after 1913. 

The present coin is a delightful near-Gem, with outstanding 
eye appeal. All design elements display razor-sharp details, with 
no areas of incompleteness. The pleasing surfaces exhibit a 
khaki-gold color, with subtle hints of green on both sides. Only 
a few minor ticks on the obverse prevent an even higher grade. 
Population: 6 in 64, 7 finer (2/11).

4898 1850-0—Scratches—NGC Details. AU. The 1850-0 Liberty 
twenty was the first branch-mint double eagle, from a mintage of 
141,000 pieces. Doug Winter estimates 500-600 specimens survive 
today in all grades, and high-grade examples are very rare. The 
present coin is a well detailed representative, with subdued mint 
luster and yellow-gold surfaces. A series of thin scratches in the left 
obverse field accounts for the details grade.

4899 1851 MS61 NGC. The 1851 Liberty double eagle enjoyed an 
enormous mintage of over 2 million pieces, due to the influx of 
gold from California.

The 
present coin features light greenish-gold surfaces, sharp definition 
on all design elements, and strong mint luster. The surfaces are 
lightly abraded for the grade.

4901 1851-0 AU58 NGC. Ex: Eagle Collection. The 1851-0 is the 
most obtainable New Orleans double eagle in terms of overall rarity 
but is actually slightly more available than the 1852-0 in higher 
grades. This is a popular issue with type collectors, because it is 
typically seen with a better strike and nicer coloration than other 
O-mint double eagles. Calling the 1851-0 a “common date” is, of 
course, a relative term; an estimated 175-225 pieces are known in 
the various About Uncirculated grades, the great majority in the 
lower range. The 1851-0 is quite scarce as a properly graded AU55, 
rare in AU58, and very rare in any Uncirculated grade. 

The present example is bright green-gold, sharply defined in 
the centers with the usual softness around the margins. A few light 
handling marks are evident, the most obvious ones in front and 
back of Liberty’s head.

4904 1852-0 AU58 NGC. Over the years, we have handled only a few 
Mint State examples of this popular New Orleans double eagle, 
including the Gem specimen that we sold at the 2011 FUN Sale in 
January. Others include an MS62 coin in our January 2002 sale that 
reappeared in August 2006, and five pieces graded MS60. Other 
than those, all examples of the 1852-0 double eagle that appear in 
our archives are no finer than the present near-Mint specimen. 

This piece displays brilliant orange-gold luster with satiny 
surfaces and hints of reflectivity. The design motifs are quite nicely 
detailed, with only a trace of wear visible on the high points. 
The scattered surface marks are trivial, none standing out among 
the others. This attractive example is destined for a high-grade

4905 1853—Improperly Cleaned—NGC Details. AU. Pale yellow-gold 
with peach overtones. While the coin shows prominent hairlines 
from a past cleaning, the piece still retains a measure of its original

Traces of the initial logotype suggest it was entered with a prominent 
upward slope. This variety is similar to the well known FS-301

4907 1854 Small Date AU53 PCGS. The Mint used two different-size 
date logotypes for the 1854 Philadelphia double eagles. The Small 
Date is far more plentiful than the Large Date variety. This piece 
has lightly abraded but lustrous light yellow surfaces and will appeal 
to a wide range of collectors, from advanced double eagle specialists

The present 
coin is a Choice AU example, with slightly reflective greenish-gold 
surfaces accented by rose highlights.

4913 1856-S MS61 NGC. Ex: Eagle Collection. A sharply struck Mint 
State Type One double eagle that has distributed small marks but 
no individually consequential abrasions. Luster is ample, although 
subdued on the cheek and open fields. This die variety has a broken 
A in STATES, a hub defect sometimes repaired by Mint employees 
on working dies of the era. The Eagle Collection was a remarkable 
complete 150-coin set of Liberty double eagles in high grades, with 
the capstone a SP63 NGC example of the 1856-0.

4915 1857-S VF35 NGC. A moderately worn example, with a few rim 
nicks and grade-consistent handling marks, this 1857-S double 
eagle offers bright greenish-gold surfaces that retain much original 
mint luster.(#8922) 

4916 1857-S AU55 PCGS. Variety 20F. Ex: S.S. Central America. 
SSCA 2347. The No Serif, Right S reverse. A well detailed, lightly 
circulated double eagle from the famous shipwreck find. The surfaces 
are lustrous, with pleasing rose-gold color. The 1857-S is included 
in Garrett and Guth’s 100 Greatest U.S. Coins. (#8922)

4917 1857-S AU58 NGC. The light high-point friction that keeps 
this lustrous yellow-gold coin from Mint State is difficult to spot. 
The well-struck devices are largely clean though the fields have

4918 1858 AU58 NGC. The 1858 Liberty double eagle enjoyed a 
moderate mintage of 211,714 pieces, and the date is a condition 
rarity in today’s market.

Minor 
contact marks are scattered about the surfaces, none individually 
distracting.

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4919 1859 AU58 PCGS. From the Gold Encyclopedia, Jeff Garrett and 
Ron Guth explain: 

“The 1859 issue has one of the lowest mintages of any Type

was largely ignored by early collectors who preferred Proof 
examples. As a result, the 1859 double eagle is very scarce 
in any grade.” 

As a near-Mint coin, it is downright rare. This pale yellow-gold 
example, lustrous and softly struck at the upper right obverse but 
better-defined elsewhere, has only a touch of rub to go with the 
scattered light to moderate abrasions on each side. PCGS has

Although we are unable to say if this piece is 
a recent treasure coin or a piece passed down through generations, 
it is an important specimen that is tied for the finest that either 
NGC or PCGS has certified. The discoveries of the S.S. Republic 
and S.S. Brother Jonathan treasures have made the Type One double 
eagles of the 1860s far more collectible today than two or three 
decades ago. 

This impressive Select Mint State double eagle exhibits rich 
orange-gold color with frosty luster and sharp design features on 
each side. The surfaces have the usual quota of small marks, none 
singularly noticeable.

Challenging Civil War Date 



4926 1863 AU58 PCGS. The massive mintages for gold coins at 
Philadelphia from 1850 through 1861 came to a halt with the onset 
of the Civil War, rendering issues such as the 1863 double eagle 
low-mintage challenges for today’s collectors. This is an impressive 
near-Mint representative, bright yellow-gold with pale green and 
orange overtones depending on the angle to the light. Solidly 
defined on the obverse stars with just a trace of rub on the well 
struck portrait and eagle, and scattered light abrasions are of little 
concern.

The San Francisco Mint used what was on hand—in 
this case, two No Motto reverse dies—to produce 120,000 
business strike 1866-S No Motto coins. Nearly all were lost to 
circulation, however; this is a logical outcome, considering that 
the same forces which would have driven the San Francisco 
Mint to produce the No Motto twenties would have dictated 
their immediate release into the channels of commerce. 

Garrett and Guth write of the 1866-S No Motto twenty: 

“It is actually one of the rarest double eagles of the type. 
Nearly all of the coins seen of the date are very well 
worn or heavily marked. There are probably no more 
than 200 examples known in all grades. Extremely Fine 
pieces are rare, and in About Uncirculated the issue is 
considered a major rarity.” 

The PCGS Population Report certainly suggests a condition 
rarity, listing nine coins in AU53 with only eight certification 
events in finer grades (1/11). This example has a surprising level 
of luster remaining, primarily yellow-gold with a hint of orange 
on each side. While the usual comments about significant 
abrasions apply to this example—several field marks around the 
head being particularly notable—wear is minor, and the reverse 
displays well.

A Type Three 
Philadelphia twenty with no trace of wear. Sharply struck, though 
the satiny yellow-gold surfaces show disturbed luster following a

4980 1889 MS61 PCGS. Well-defined with warm yellow-orange 
luster. Numerous light to moderate abrasions affect the surfaces, 
and a small copper spot is noted at the lower right reverse border.

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4981 1889-CC—Improperly Cleaned—NGC Details. AU. Minor 
hairlines on each side indicate that this piece has been cleaned. 
However, it retains noticeable luster with only trivial surface marks

4982 1889-CC AU53 NGC. The production figure for the 1889-CC 
Liberty double eagle was a small one, at 30,945 pieces. Doug Winter 
estimates 800-900 examples are still extant in all grades, making 
the issue reasonably available for type collectors and gold specialists 
alike. The present coin is a well detailed, lightly circulated example

4983 1889-CC AU58 PCGS. The 1889-CC is a popular issue from 
this Western mint, with a reported mintage of 30,945 pieces.

Partially prooflike fields establish 
mild contrast with the sharply impressed design elements. A few

4984 1889-S MS61 Prooflike NGC. A sharply detailed example of this 
popular Type Three double eagle, this specimen displays brightly 
reflective prooflike surfaces with attractive greenish-gold color.

Sharply 
struck throughout with lovely, medium orange-gold coloration.

4997 1896 MS64 PCGS. The orange-gold surfaces show occasional 
dabs and streaks of lilac on each side of this shining P-mint near-

display pleasing overall preservation. The surfaces show more luster 
grazes than actual marks. PCGS has graded just five finer pieces

suggest that it is one of the finest 1896 double eagles available in 
the current numismatic arena.

A major condition rarity, the 1897-S is 
available as a near-Gem with some searching. The chances of 
locating a finer example are extremely slim, however; PCGS has 
only certified nine submissions finer (2/11). This piece displays 
frosty yellow luster, excellent design definition, and only a few 
grade-limiting marks. Both sides feature delicate olive-gold patina.

5010 1900 MS63 Prooflike NGC. Pleasing yellow-gold patina graces 
the surfaces of this impressive, fully struck representative. Scattered 
abrasions in the fields minimally affect the spectacular prooflike 
reflectivity. Although the 1900 double eagle is common in nearly 
any condition, it is seldom seen Prooflike, and NGC has certified 
just two such examples in MS63, with none finer than the present

Saturated yellow-gold luster with elements of 
orange. This well-defined 1904 double eagle is an ideal type coin 
that is housed in a first-generation holder.

When Theodore 
Roosevelt chose Augustus Saint-Gaudens to redesign America’s 
coinage in 1905, he exhorted the sculptor to look to the ancient 
Greeks for inspiration; but Saint-Gaudens was decades ahead of the 
president. His various plaquettes and medals produced beginning 
in the 1870s all had design traits that were inspired by Renaissance 
medals. His small-format works all had triangular periods, as seen 
on the ten and twenty dollar coins. While it is a minor design 
consideration, it does underscore the influence of the Renaissance, 
and by extension ancient Greek artistic influences on his work. 

This satiny, orange-gold example has a few contact marks, most of 
which are concentrated on the lower portion of the reverse. The wire 
rim is almost complete around each side of this lovely High Relief.

5029 1907 Arabic Numerals MS64 PCGS. Lemon-gold toning is 
prevalent but cedes to olive shades at the margins. The high points 
display traces of steel-blue patina.

5030 1908 No Motto MS65 ★ NGC, Long Rays obverse, which 
suggests it was never part of the Wells Fargo hoard. A nicely struck 
Gem whose lustrous yellow-gold surfaces display only a couple of

5031 1908 No Motto MS65 PCGS. Strong yellow-orange luster 
characterizes this No Motto Gem. Well struck and without 
significant abrasions, a great example of the popular type issue.

This is a lustrous and moderately abraded olive- 
gold representative that has an attentive strike and good eye appeal

1909-D Saint-Gaudens Twenty, MS64 
A Low-Mintage Issue 



5041 1909-D MS64 PCGS. The 1909-D is a rarity in the Saint-Gaudens 
double eagle series from a mintage of just 52,500 coins. The average 
certified grade hovers around MS60. This piece, with its soft, frosty 
yellow luster, exhibits hints of pale olive and delicate pink patina 
on each side. PCGS has only certified 20 finer pieces. (#9152) 


5042 1910 MS64 NGC. Strong sun-yellow color with apricot overtones 
to the luster.

Excellent design detail and only a few small, scattered 
abrasions. Housed in a green label holder.(#9157) 

5047 1911 MS63+ PCGS. CAC. A cut above the typical Select coin, 
lustrous and lightly patinated with yellow-gold color dominant. A 
pleasing example of this lower-mintage issue.(#915 7)

In the case of the 1920-S twenty, 62 auctions have taken 
place over 18 years, an average of less than four examples per 
year in all grades. Like certified resubmissions, the number of 
appearances of rare coins will always exceed the actual number 
of different specimens. The average grade of all those auction 
appearances is 60.3. 

Certified population is a tool that is available for the major 
grading services, including NGC and PCGS. This coin almost 
perfectly meets the average grade of all 81 examples that NGC 
has certified. In fact, the calculated average grade of those 81 
submissions is 61.05. Actual grades at NGC range from a low 
of AU53 to a high of MS65. The average grade at PCGS is 
similar, calculated at 59.04, and combining both services, that 
average is almost exactly 60. PCGS-certified examples of the 
1920-S Saint-Gaudens double eagle range from VF35 to MS66. 
The wide grade makes the issue available to a larger number 
of collectors than some of the later rarities.

Matte proof twenties from 1913 present 
a curious paradox. The mintage of 58 pieces is second lowest 
in the series—second only to the 1915 (50 pieces)—yet a 
higher percentage of the mintage seems to have been preserved 
than other years. One might conclude that fewer collectors 
were interested in matte proof gold coins, but the ones who 
were interested tended to value and save the coins that were 
produced. Perhaps 35-40 individual coins survive today from 
this low-mintage year. 

The matte proofing process seems to have varied not only 
from year to year, but from batch to batch within the year. The 
finish seen on 1913 proof twenties is generally a coarser-grained 
texture, more akin to the 1908 than the previous, fine-grained 
finish seen in 1912. These pieces (when rarely available for 
examination) also tend to have a darker color than previous 
years, again more like the initial year of 1908. 

This piece shows the deeper color and coarser-grained 
texture one would expect for a 1913. Close examination with 
a loupe reveals a couple of interesting surface observations. In 
the right obverse field there is a light sprinkling of copper alloy 
spots invisible to the unaided eye. A minute planchet flaw 
below Liberty’s branch hand appears to have a tiny blue thread 
attached to it, perhaps from the cloth used to wipe the dies. We 
see no mentionable contact marks or shiny spots on either side 
of this magnificent proof. Matte proof gold is so rarely offered 
today that advanced collectors should carefully consider any

In our 
opinion, this coin has the details of an XF specimen that has been 
damaged and cleaned. Baldwin & Co. took over the operations of 
F.D. Kohler, but their coinage was perceived as being lightweight 
and became unpopular with the general public. The Baldwin half 
eagle design closely resembles the design of the federal five dollar 
coinage. The present coin retains much original detail, but many 
scratches and gouges have distorted the design elements in places, 
and the surfaces are unnaturally bright and granular.

While the vision of Pikes Peak on the obverse of the Clark, 
Gruber ten dollar coin looks nothing like the mountain itself, 
the notion of “Pikes Peak Gold” became an inspiration for gold- 
seekers a decade after the California boom. This is a rare example 
of the popular 1860 edition of the Clark, Gruber eagle, still- 
lustrous orange-gold with appreciable die cracks on each side.

The original United States Assay Office operated under a 
coining contract held by the firm of Moffat & Co., but it was 
not until January 1851—after United States Assayer of Gold 
Augustus Humbert arrived in California—that the Assay Office 
began striking the fifty dollar “slugs” that would make the 
facility famous. While the presence of the United States Assay 
Office had a beneficial effect on commercial confidence, there 
was an unforeseen side effect to its establishment; according 
to Don Kagin’s Private Gold Coins and Patterns of the United 
States, almost all of the small-denomination private gold coins 
circulating in California went to the Assay Office and came 
back as the enormous “slugs,” provoking a crisis when the lack 
of smaller gold coins hit home for merchants and miners. 

This example of the 1851 Reeded Edge Humbert fifty dollar 
barely circulated, as evidenced by the ample yellow-gold luster 
remaining on each side. The strike is soft in the centers and 
weak on the date, but aside from a scattering of abrasions (most 
notably above the first A in AMERICA on the obverse), the 
overall eye appeal is solid, and this is a great piece of California 
Gold Rush history.

Moffat near the end of 1851, when he sold his share of the 
firm to Curtis, Perry and Ward. In a comment Kagin termed 
“revealing” and reprinted in his work, Curtis wrote to Treasury 
Secretary Thomas Corwin that “from the commencement of 
the performance of the contract ... M. Moffat has employed 
himself exclusively in other pursuits, and totally neglected 
every duty at the Assay Office, having been chiefly engaged in 
Mining.” It seems that even an owner of the Assay Office had 
trouble resisting the lure of gold! 

Curtis, Perry and Ward received a continuation of the 
Assay Office contract, and they renamed Moffat & Co. the 
“United States Assay Office of Gold,” the name appearing on 
the present piece. Though the yellow-gold surfaces show clear 
evidence of wear and numerous abrasions from circulation, 
considerable luster remains, and the eye appeal is solid. A 
remarkable and historic example.

The Mormon coinage was an important development in the 
history of private gold coinage, as related by Donald Kagin: 

“Of all the fascinating tales of pioneer numismatic his¬ 
tory, few can compare with the Mormons and the devel¬ 
opment of their coinage. Under the guidance of one of 
the major leaders in American history, Brigham Young, 
the Mormons significantly influenced the entire his¬ 
tory of the West. Among their numismatically related 
accomplishments was the discovery of gold at Sutter’s 
Mill, the public announcement of that discovery and 
the subsequent promotion of the gold mining industry 
in California, the issuance of the first American $20 
gold piece, and, finally, the introduction of an entirely 
new alphabet and its use on a coin.” 

Despite widespread acceptance within the Mormon 
community, these “Valley Coins” were unpopular outside Utah. 
Contemporary assays, especially those conducted at the New 
Orleans and Philadelphia mints, showed that the value of these 
coins ranged from 10% to 20% below face value. The five 
dollar pieces, for example, were valued at about $4.30 each. 
These coins were made from native California gold, despite 
the inscription G.S.L.C.P.G. (Great Salt Lake City Pure Gold). 
Territorial bankers would only accept these coins at a 25% 
discount, and most were eventually melted. Today, all of these 
coins are rare, and the five dollar denomination is a bit more 
plentiful than the other denominations. 

This example, exhibiting light green-gold color, was struck 
on a defective planchet with a crack from the obverse at 2 
o’clock to the center, crossing the three-pointed crown. This 
planchet crack can also be seen on the reverse. Both sides have 
minor hairlines and other small abrasions.

While the California gold dust that arrived in the newly 
established Mormon settlement of Deseret in the 1840s caused 
many short-term problems, it helped establish a functioning 
monetary system in the community. Paul Kagin wrote in Private 
Gold Coins and Patterns of the United States that the settlers of 
Deseret, fleeing persecution in Illinois, had arrived in the Great 
Salt Lake Valley hard-pressed: 

“The Mormon party ... left behind their homes, prop¬ 
erty, and much of their worldly goods. Much of their 
ready cash had been used to purchase wagons, livestock, 
food, and equipment preparatory to crossing the Great 
Plains. The long and arduous migration had almost 
exhausted what remaining coins they had brought with 
them, there being less than a dollar per person, or less 
than $200, when they reached Utah. Young alone had 
brought coins—$50 on his first trip in 1847, and $84 on 
a return to the Valley in 1848.” 

The Mormon Battalion, fighters in the Mexican-American 
War, were an important source of specie in two waves. First, 
individuals who came from the battlefields to Utah brought 
their pay with them, the coins adding to the community’s 
resources; further, a number of Mormons were among the first 
gold miners in California, and the gold dust many of them 
brought to Utah was the impetus for the mint at Great Salt 
Lake City, which struck coins from the dust in 1849 and 1850. 

This Choice AU example is from the latter year, still-lustrous 
yellow-gold with scattered, almost dappled dusky overtones. 
The strike is soft as usually seen, but wear is minimal, and only 
a few small pinscratches are noted on the side with the clasped 
hands, most notably to the right of the date. Listed on page 380

Auctioneer and Auction: 

1. This Auction is presented by Heritage Auction Galleries, a d/b/a/ of Heritage Auctions, Inc., or its 
affiliates Heritage Numismatic Auctions, Inc., or Heritage Vintage Sports Auctions, Inc., or Currency 
Auctions of America, Inc., as identified with the applicable licensing information on the title page of 
the catalog or on the HA.com Internet site (the “Auctioneer”). The Auction is conducted under these 
Terms and Conditions of Auction and applicable state and local law. Announcements and corrections 
from the podium and those made through the Terms and Conditions of Auctions appearing on the 
Internet at HA.com supersede those in the printed catalog. 

Buyer’s Premium: 

2. On bids placed through Auctioneer, a Buyers Premium of fifteen percent (15%) will be added to the 
successful hammer price bid on lots in Coin, Currency, and Philatelic auctions or nineteen and one- 
half percent (19.5%) on lots in all other auctions. There is a minimum Buyers Premium of $14.00 
per lot.

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, a bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a bid at half of the 
increment (“Cut Bid”) only once per lot.

Bidder agrees to pay Auctioneer the actual amount of tax due 
in the event that sales tax is not properly collected due to: 1) an expired, inaccurate, inappropriate 
tax certificate or declaration, 2) an incorrect interpretation of the applicable statute, 3) or any other 
reason. The appropriate form or certificate must be on file at and verified by Auctioneer five days 
prior to Auction or tax must be paid; only if such form or certificate is received by Auctioneer within

Consumer disputes shall be resolved through court litigation which has an exclusive Dallas, Texas 
venue clause and jury waiver. Non-consumer dispute shall be determined in binding arbitration 
which arbitration replaces the right to go to court, including the right to a jury trial.
